Tornado Damage Hits Into Millions

The season’s big g est crop of tornadoes and thunderstorm s ripped 
across the eastern third of the nation Friday , killing at least two 
persons, injuring a score and causing property dam ag e in the m illions. 
The tw isters hig hlig hted a v iolent outbreak of March w eather 
ov er larg e areas of the country ,

Thunderstorm s doused the sod­ 
den Ohio R iv er Valley basin hard 
on the heels of the riv er’s worst 
flood in sev en y ears. H ow ev er, the 
U . S. W eather Bureau at Pitts­ 
burgh saw no new flood threat re­ 
sulting. 


Winds Hit 70 MPH 


w'inds up to 70 m iles an hour 
sent the w inter’s worst dust storms 
boiling ov er the southern and cen­ 
tral Great Plains. Half of Colo­ 
rado’s three million acres of win­ 
ter wheat w as ripped out. 
A cool front, expanding eastward 
Into m oist and alm ost sum m erlike 
w^armth, trig g ered the chain of tor­ 
nadoes and thunderstorm s. 
Hardest hit w^as a 45-m ile area 
extending from Connersv ille north­ 
eastward to Union City in Indiana, 
Leetonia in Columbia County and 
Steubenv ille in J efferson County in 
Ohio and the southwestern Penn­ 
sy lv ania area around Pittsburg h. 
Winds up to 92 m iles an hour 
buffeted m uch of the area. 
W ind-driven rain pelted parts of 
w estern M ary land and W est Vir­ 
g inia. A m ild squall line passed 
out to sea from New J ersey late 
Friday m orning.

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# A Council To Perform 
An Essential Function 


The Ho o v er Co mmissio n's repo rt o n the federal 
go v ernment's medical and health serv ices co ntains no 
less than 29 reco mmendatio ns. 
It wo uld attack the 
present “ chao s” by eliminating certain activ ities and 
clo sing certain institutio ns, thus getting rid o f waste 
and duplicatio n. 
It wo uld hav e measures taken so 
that certain abuses can be ended. 
If its adv ice is 
fo llo wed, sav ings estimated at between $25 0 millio n 
and $300 millio n a y ear might be effected. 


This is surely an interesting figure, and o ne that 
o f itself co mmends this repo rt to careful study by 
Co ngress. No r do es the po ssible sav ing seem bey o nd 
realizatio n, co nsidering that the go v ernment spent 
$4 .1 billio n o n its medical and health activ ities in 
195 4 . Ev en if $2 billio n in disability allo wances are 
left o ut o f the calculatio n, the ex penditure was abo v e 


$2 billio n. 
But po ssibly the mo st co nstructiv e step that co uld 
be taken wo uld be fo r the President to put Reco m­ 
mendatio n No . 1 into effect. Fo r the repo rt calls o n 
him to appo int a Federal Adv iso ry Co uncil o f Health, 
to be made up o f members o f the medical pro fessio n 
to gether with lay men distinguished in o ther fields, 
charged with rev iewing health po licies and serv ices 
with a v iew to achiev ing better co o rdinatio n and 


dev elo ping new and adequate po licies. 


This co mes clo se to being a key reco mmendatio n, 
inasmuch as the repo rt includes a number o f o ther 
reco mmendatio ns that wo uld giv e the pro po sed co un­ 
cil wo rk to do . This idea so unds so sensible that 
ev en tho se who hav e criticized the co mmissio n— and 
its reco mmendatio ns fo r clo sing 
surplus 
VA ho s­ 
pitals and fo r dealing with v eterans with no n-serv ice 
co nnected disabilities hav e been attacked — sho uld 
appro v e it. 
There is a need fo r so me entity to carry o n fro m 
where the co mmissio n left o ff and to plan fo r the 
future. The suggested adv iso ry co uncil co uld perfo rm 
this essential functio n.

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A Council To Perform 
An Essential Function 


The Hoover Commission's report on the federal 
government's medical and health services contains no 
less than 29 recommendations. It would attack the 
present “chaos" by elim inating certain activities and 
closing certain institutions, thus getting rid of waste 
and duplication. 
It would have measures taken so 
that certain abuses can be ended. 
If its advice is 
followed, savings estimated at between $250 million 
and $300 million a year might be effected. 


This is surely an interesting figure, and one that 
of itself commends this report to careful study by 
Congress. Nor does the possible saving seem beyond 
realization, considering that the government spent 
$4.1 billion on its medical and health activities in 
1954. Even if $2 billion in disability allowances are 
left out of the calculation, the expenditure was above 


$2 billion. 


But possibly the most constructive step that could 
be taken would be for the President to put Recom­ 
mendation No. I into effect. For the report calls on 
him to appoint a Federal Advisory Council of Health, 
to be made up of members of the medical profession 
together with laymen distinguished in other fields, 
charged with reviewing health policies and services 
with a view to achieving better coordination and 
developing new and adequate policies. 


This comes close to being a key recommendation, 
inasmuch as the report includes a number of other 
recommendations that would give the proposed coun­ 
cil work to do. This idea sounds so sensible that 
even those who have criticized the com m ission—and 
its recommendations for closing “surplus 
VA hos­ 
pitals and for dealing with veterans with non-service 
connected disabilities have been attacked — should 
approve it. 
There is a need for some entity to carry on from 
where the commission left off and to plan for the 
future. The suggested advisory council could perform 
this essential function. 


These Days

Billy Graham 


The fact is astounding that Billy Graham , the evan­ 
gelist, could fill Madison Square Garden in New York 
with an estimated 5.000 standing on the street, on a cold. 
wintry day, listening to a loud speaker. 
Although about 
25.000 people is not an enormous number in ratio to the 
total population of New York, it is larger than a prize­ 
fight. a basketball game, or a political speech draws in 
this city. 
The question must then arise: 
Why is Billy G raham 
so popular*’ 
The answer is quite simple: He talks religion. Too 
many clergymen, in their sermons these days. do not 
talk religion. They talk about everything else. 
They 
review hooks of tem porary value: they review Broad­ 
way plays: they are am ateur psychiatrists: thev go 
in for social action; they turn thr pulpit into a political 
forum. But they do not talk of man s relations to God 
and of the evil of sin and of the consequences of 
infractions of the moral law. 


And except for the very few who possess extraordinary 
histrionic and forensic talents and the other few who do, 
exceptionally, devote themselves to the task of being God s 
messengers, their sermons become tiresome and are often 
trite, and the congregants find golf more amusing or give 
themselves a few hours to “ Do It Y ourself’ occupations 
at home. 
That is why Billy G raham draws such crowds. The 
m an is not a great preacher, in the style, let us say, of 
Henry Ward Beecher, but he reaches the conscience of 
an era that seeks God all over again. 
The clergy of all denominations might learn something 
from the phenomenon of Billy Graham, just as they might 
have learned something from Bishop Fulton Sheen or 
Norman Vincent Beale. 
I have heard Catholics criticize 
Bishop Sheen for being a showman, but he reaches men s 
minds and hearts and they understand what he says and 
they find comfort and guidance in his ministrations. 


I once had quite a quarrel with a Protestant 
clergyman over Norm an Vincent Beale. This clergy­ 
man arbitrarily insisted that Peale was not a Christian 
because he did not preach his particular brand. The 
clergyman, 
incidentally, 
preferred 
communism 
to 
Catholicism, although he abhorred both. 
So I made 
the point that Peale—this was before his astounding 
success as an author and on radio and television— 
could fill his church with people who would not go 
elsewhere. 


In our disturbed period, men and women turn to God 
for peace and comfort. They want to hear God s word. 
Call it escapism, if you please, but they are not escaping 
to voluptuousness and drunkenness. 
They are escaping 
from the unreality of fear of the atom to the reality, for 
them, of the life eternal. It is a wholesome, response to 
the challenge of the confusions of our times. For many, 
who have been lost in the maze of argumentation and 
confusion, it opens a door to a new and rich experience. 
The churches of God are not public forums nor are 
they substitute pews for the couch of the psychoanalyst. 
The clergy are not important as editorial writers who 
read complex studies on social problems. There are others 
to perform such wanders. 
The following paragraph was 
Issued by an important religious denomination: 


. . There is growing up over against com­ 
munism a fanatical negativism. Totally devoid of 
a 
constructive program of action, this negativism is in 
danger of leading the American mind into a spiritual 
vacuum. Our national house, cleansed of one demon, 
would invite by its very emptiness, the entrance of 
seven others. 
In the case of a national crisis this 
emptiness could, 
in 
the 
high 
sounding 
nam e 
of 
security, be occupied with ease by a Fascist tyranny.” 


What is the constructive program? I do not see it in 
the document. 
I do not see a statement of fundamental 
Christian doctrine such as Billy G raham preaches and 
such as his immense following craves. The clergy who 
fail to recognize that their function is a particular one. 
fail to meet the issue of ouf times which is how to bring 
God back into the home, back into the school and 
the 
workshop, back into the church. 
I have come across clergymen who are humanists. 
Man is the center of the universe. 
Man is everything. 
They avoid mention of God, but they capitalize science. 
That, of course, is their privilege, but what are they doing 
in churches and synagogues?

WASHINGTON — Secretary 
of 
State Dulles informed the Amer­ 
ican 
am bassadors to 
15 Asiatic 
countries last week that the time 
had come for the United States to 
stand firm again** 
Asiatic com­ 
munism. Reporting to the nation 
by radio and TV this week, Dulles 
reaffirmed that position. 
He did not, however, outline the 
means and methods by which we 
are to stand firm 
Earlier this week, I took the lib­ 
erty of suggesting the means by 
which we should stand firm in the 
O rient: 
namely, b> 
adopting the 
same method the Orientals have 
Used against us 
the boycott-block- 
ade. 
The Chinese have used the bov- 
cr>tt time after time against the 
Westerner in the Ear East.

Indians used it to help win their

And w h e n a s a battle to defend 
the small islands of Quemov and 
Matsu would bring misunderstand­ 
ing. bitterness and probable defeat. 
a boycott could be enforced 
and 
be far more effective 
without war. 
Without 
arguing the pros 
and 
cons of the boycott weapon for the 
moment, however, let’s take a look

Dulles’s stern words of 
warning and see what they will 
mean to the Chinese Communists 
whom he is hoping to stop dead in

Diplomats Playing Game Of Bluff And Counterbluff 


WASHINGTON- A s the sensitive 
eyes of a jittery world scan the 
headlines each day to find out if a 
general war might break out in the 
Far East, it is astonishing how 
little about the actual intentions of 
the Communists are known any­ 
where. There is. in fact, a “ war of 
nerves” going on. with a consider­ 
able amount of bluffing being done 
privately and openly by the Com­ 
munist authorities in Peiping and 
Moscow. 
What bewilders the public is the 
contrast 
between 
what 
Foreign 
Secretary Anthony e den says and 
what 
Secretary 
of 
State 
John 
Foster Dulles says. 
It would be 
easy to infer from surface indica­ 
tions that there is a rift, but a 
closer exam ination of the speeches 
as well as the dispatches leads to a 
strong impression that London and 
Washington are well aware of what 
each is doing in a constructive 
effort to prevent a war from break­ 
ing out. 


Key In Washington. Peiping 
It is natural for Britain, with its 
colonial possession in the offshore 
island of Hongkong, to speak in 
hopeful term s about “ two Chinas— 
Formosa and Red China'" and to 
express 
vague 
hopes 
about 
the 
ultimate admission of Red China 
into the United Nations. This gives 
Peiping 
an 
idea 
that 
perhaps 
London w-ill play the role of inter­ 
mediary. especially with its close 
ties to India, another mediating 
influence. 
But at the sam e time the United 
States government is faced with 
the realities of a possible outbreak 
of war in the F ar East, and it is 
America 
alone 
which 
will 
be 
obliged to use military force in the 
area around Formosa. So the real 
key to what will happen by way 
of retaliation is in Peiping and 
Washington. 
The Soviet govern­ 
ment is try ing to restrain the Red 
Chinese, while the British are giv­ 
ing the impression they are trying 
to restrain the “ impulsive Ameri­ 
cans.”

tion, these symptoms often result 
from overfatigue, emotional upsets, 
or dietary indiscretions. 
Now and then the type of ab­ 
dominal distress is so characteris­ 
tic, it seems like a waste of money 
to have X-rays. 
In peptic ulcer, 
for example, gnawing or burning 
pain is located to the right of and 
above the navel.

State Road Pact 
Will Be Revised 


Before any contract exceeding 
$1,000 for public works to be used 
by thp Allegany County Civil De­ 
fense Agency can be anthemed bv 
the county commissioners, it would 
be necessary to advertise for bids. 
That is thp opinion of Gorman E. 
Getty, attorney to the county com­ 
missioners. enclosed in a letter 
he mailed yesterday to William G. 
Barger, director of Allegany County 
Civil Defense. 
Barger had asked the county at­ 
torney about the procedure to be 
followed in contracting for con­ 
struction of a building for the local 
Civil Defense organizations at Con­ 
stitution Park costing an estimated 
$9,000. 


Allegany County would be billed 
for the construction and would pay 
for the construction. However, 75 
per cent of thp cost would be re­ 
funded to the county bv state and 
federal governments. The City of 
Cumberland would participate in 
payment for the other 25 per cent 
of the cost with the county. 


Getty concludes that 
this 
im­ 
provement wou d have to be ad­ 
vertised for under the County Ad­ 
vertising 
Statute. 
This provides 
that in contracting for any neces­ 
sary public work or improvements 
or for purchase of supplies and 
equipment, 
the 
county 
commis­ 
sioners may enter into a contract 
if thp cost does not exceed $1,000. 
If the contract is above $1,000, 
the clerk to the county commission­ 
ers must advertise for bids in at 
least two newspapers published in 
Allegany County. The contract then 
should go to the lowest responsible 
builder where the bid is considered 
reasonable. 
The Allegany County Civil De­ 
fense Agency is a department of 
locnl government subsidized in part 
part by an appropriation bv the 
county commissioners and an ap­ 
propriation by the City of Cumber­ 
land. Getty said that this view is 
borne out by an opinion of October 
6. 195.1. of the Attorney General of 
Maryland.

The Allegany County Delegation 
introduced three bills affecting the 
town of Westernport this week. 
Two of the measures, introduced 
Thursday, affect the debt ceiling 
and the tax limit for the com­ 
munity. 
The first. House Bill 538. would 
remove the debt limit of the town.

Delegate Charles M. See. chair­ 
man of the Delegation, said both 
of the hills call for referendums 
at a date set by the town officials.
